None­ 
theless, they were discharged for 
letting a “class enemy find his way 
to a Soviet microphone.” 
Does Russian Imagine that Mr. j 
Robeson’s spiritual could be satis­ 
factorily replaced by another, be­ 
ginning: 
“Steal away, steal away. 
Steal away to Karl Marx?”
